MONROE COUNTY FARM BUREAU WHAT IT IS DOING— ITS 


AIMS AND PURPOSES. 


(By R. M. Decker, Farm Btucuu Extension Kr-pipscntaihe for 


.Monroe County). 


Tiip Monroe County Farm Bureau was organized during 


MaieL 19 JO, and woilc bcsjan by its rcprcscutativc on July 5th 
Jollowiug. It is but one of the thhty-six Farm Bureaus ii 
Pennsylvania. A bill known as "The Smith-Lover Bill" pas°od 
Congress a few years ago pio\iding for a retain sum of money 
to be appropriated each \car by Congress and to be divided pro- 
poitionately, according to rural population, between all the states 
of the Union ba\ing land-grant colleges teaching agriculture. 
To recehe this money, each state roust match its share of th« 
money wjth nn equal amount annually. 
Otherwise it receive? 


only as much as the amount itself appropriates. 


This money cannot be spent in any school work and therefore 


cannot be used for any expense in teaching; but must be used 
only in carrying scientific agricultural knowledge to the people. 
The sum appropriated by Congress increases annually for severn 
years when it becomes a stable amount, this stable amount being 
appropriated annually thereafter. 
Since Pennsylvania has the 


largest rural population of any state in the Union, due to so 
many mining districts, it receives the largest percentage of 
money fioni The Smith-Lever Bill (6.15%) of any of the states. 


When such funds became available, an Extension Department 


was formed in each of the land-grant agricultural colleges of 
the country. Each Extension Department has divided its work 
according to the needs of the various counties of that respective 
state because the heads of those departments have felt that the 
most effective work can be done in county units. These county 
tmits are formed by organizing County Farm Bureaus, at the 
head of which are men known as Extension Bepresentatives. 
Each representative nmst have been born and raised on a farm 
and must have graduated from a four-year course in some good 
agricultural college. Each year since the Smith-Lever Bill was 
passed, there have been more counties asking for Farm Bureaus 
than the funds would permit to establish that year. Conse- 
quently the movement has grown from three in 1910 to thirty-six 
in 1916, in the State of Pennsylvania. 
And several others are 


now organized and waiting for a County Agent next July. 


The Extension "Representative or County "Hired Man" of 


Monroe County Farm Bureau is E. M. Decker of Center County, 
Pennsylvania. 
The Farm Bureau has an Executive Board of 


nine members and an Advisory Committee of fifty-seven mem- 
bers. The latter were chosen — three from, each township in the 
county and three from each of the three boroughs. The Execu- 
tive Committee is made up of : 
Dr. G. S. Travis, President, J. 


H. Cyphers, Secretary: A. T. Blakeslee, Treasurer: Irvin L. Al- 
legar, Charles K. Primrose, J. A. Seguine, Frank Koehler. J. B. 
Meitzler. and J. T. Baynor. 


The Farm Bureau is intended to serve all the people, no mat- 


ter whether a man owns a small lot or a large farm, he is entitled 
to any services whatever free of charge. It is a farmer's organi- 
zation for the farmers. A well man never calls a doctor, — if 
your farm and crops are perfect, you need no aid. If your soil 
is sick, your trees need spraying, or if you are troubled with any 
of the other thousand or more perplexities of a successful farmer 
and the Farm Bureau, can aid you — make use of it — the aid is 
yours for the asking. 


There are many projects to be carried out in this work. 


Twenty-six soil samples have been sent to the Experiment Sta- 
tion at The Pennsylvania State College for analysis. The results 
will show whether or not those particular soil§ need lime, and 
if so. how to bring them up to a neutral point of acidity and ren- 
der them no longer acid or sour. Many more samples will be 
taken and sent in in. the near future if the weather permits, ^o • 
soil samples are taken where the farmer does not request it. | 


A survey has been made of all sheep owners in the county, 


numbering some forty. Special important information will be 
sent out to these people in due time. Quite a number of other 
farmers are found to be interested in purchasing sheep. A list 
is being made up of all dairymen and milkmen and it is hoped 
that a cow-testing association may be formed among them in the 
near future in the best dairy section of the county. 


Thirty-one farmers were recently found to have turkeys, ducks. 


geese, guineas, or chickens for sale for the Thanksgiving ani 
Christmas markets. A printed itemized list of all these -was sent 
to every biitcher and huckster in the county. 
This may aid thest 


men as well as the people having such for sale. 


Fifty-seven Monroe county people, mostly farmers, attended 


the Xational Dairy Show at Springfield, Massachusetts, October 
17-19 in one delegation. Even-one seemed to thoroughly enjoy 
the splendid trip. 


On Tuesday morning. December 26th. another delegation -will

"The advanced cost of bread has 


brought about an agitation suggest- 
ing specific legislation that would 
bring the sale of bread within the 
jurisdiction of the Weight and Meas- 
ure Department. The people are ac- 
.customed to buying bread by the 
Joaf. The present law governing the 
sale of commodities does not provide 
any standard weight for a loaf ot 
bread. Therefore, 
the 
weight 
of 


loaves not being uniform, the con- 
sumers do not have the protection 
that is guaranteed to them in the 
purchase of other commodities under 
-the present law. The incoming Leg- 
islature should enact legislation fix- 
ing sixteen ounces as a standard. 
The establishing of this standard 
would not prevent the sale of bread 
in the multiples of the pound, or m 
any weight in excess oi the pound. 
The purpose is to have a standard 
established. 
The 
multiples 
could 


radiate from the standard. 


"The law should require a label or 


tag to be attached to bread that is 
sold unwrapped, and this label or tag 
should be marked with a true state- 
jnent of the weight. On wrapped 
bread the net weight should be indi- 
cated on the outside of the wrapper. 


"The necessity for a law compell- 


ing the sale of bread by the pound 
avoirdupois was apparent very early 
in the history of our State. Evidence 
•f'this will be found in the enact- 
ment of an old law which appears on 
the statutes of i?97- The weakness 
of the provisions of that act was the 
omission of establishing a standard. 
Bread being one of the principal 
commodities among the necessaries 
of life, any tendency to reduce the 
quantity which the public is in the 
babit of receiving for a certain price 
in many instances works a hardship, 
especially on those who are the least 
able to bear it. 
"The fixing of a standard weight 


lor bread does not fix the price. This 
can only be done through economic 
causes and competition. The mark- 
ing of every loaf sold, wrapped or 
mnwrapped, would prevent the decep- 
tion that can, under the present con- 
ditions, be practiced upon the pub- 
Jic, as the dealer is not required to 
mark his bread in any way which 
-would guarantee to the purchaser 
that he is receiving any 
specific 


quantity. 


"The net weight law of Pennsylva- 


nia required that all commodities 
sold in package form must have the 
met quantity contained in the pack- 
age clearly marked on the outside of 
the package. But owing to some 
technical interpretation of the net 
-weight law wrapped meats are ex- 
empt from these requirements. The

It was one of the best_ years 
ever known to the industry in the 
State and the reports from all sec- 
tions indicate that there is a gradual 
increase in the number of colonies of 
bees being kept on the farms and 
by orchardists throughout the State. 


It is estimated that there_are 140,- 


ooo colonies of bees in the State and 
the average production per^ colony 
was estimated at 54 pounds for 1916. 
This shows a production of 7.560,000 
pounds of honey which at an average 
jrice of eighteen 
cents^ a 
pound 


nakess the production of the busy 
bees worth 81.360,800. It is estimat- 
ed that there are 28,000 bee-keepers 
n the State. 
Secretary of Agriculture Charles E. 


Patton says: 


"Pennsylvania as next to the great- 


est 
fruit 
producing State in the 


Union cannot be without her honey 
bees. The bees are so positively es- 
sential in the great plan of nature for 
the fertilization of blossoms and the 
setting of fruits, and their value to 
the State amounts to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, or even millions 
of dollars in an indirect manner for 
the owners of fruit trees, as well as 
directly to the bee-keepers, for the 
honey they produce. 


Prominent fruit growers keep bees 


in their orchards for the purpose of 
performing their natural and import- 
ant function of cross fertilizing the 
blossoms and insuring the setting of 
the fruit. Contrary to the popular 
opinion, bees are not injurious or ob- 
noxious in cutting into fruits and 
grapes. 
They only suck out the 


juices from damaged fruits. 
The 


causes of this injury may be various, 
but the bees themselves are not able 
to puncture the skin of the grape, 
and, in fact, may render valuable ser- 
vice to grape growers by sucking dry 
the broken fruits, which otherwise 
would wilt and cause decay of the 
pulp. 


"The Legislature of 19" enacted 


into law a bill providing for the in- 
spection of the apiaries of the State. 
This work was organized under the 
Bureau of Zoology and inspectors 
were placed in the field to locate and 
studv bee diseases. 
It was found 


that'in addition to the two import- 
ant bee diseases, known as American 
foul brood and Black brood, the bees 
of this State are troubled with the 
disease 
commonly known 
as bee 


paralysis, as well as by the wax 
•worms or moth, and by the ants. In 
many cases the owner did not know 
that he had such diseases present, 
and in other cases he knew there was 
something of the kind wrong, but 
was not specifically acquainted with 
the trouble and did not know what 
to do, and in other cases they knew 
of the presence of the disease, but 
did not know the remedies. Special 
attention is to be given to bee culture

Freight Agent E. D. Hilliary, of the 
Reading, show that the South Moun- 
tain fruit belt broke all records for 
production during the past year and 
with new orchards coming into bear- 


ing next summer, will again pass the 
high water mark for apples, pears 
and peaches produced in York, Ad- 
ams, Cumberland and Franklin coun-* 
ty districts served by divisions of the 
railroad. 


More than 1250 cars of 
pears, 


peaches and apples, mostly apples, 
have been shipped out of the district 
in the past year or are in storage for 
shipment for the next few weeks. 


From the district served by the 


Gettysburg and Harrisburg line a to- 
tal of 724 cars of apples have been 
shipped already, with many more in 
storage, as compared with a total of 
492 for the year previous. In addition 
to this 208 cars of canned apples 
were sent out as compared with 98 
cars the year before, not including 
512,770 pounds of evaporated apples 
and 551,200 pounds of apple cider. 


The apple crop in pounds reaches 


tremendous figures, a total of 36,- 
260,632 pounds of apples and apple 
products having been shipped over 
the Gettysburg and Harrisburg and 
Philadelphia, Harrisburg and Pitts- 
burg lines the past year or held in 
storage in warehouses ready 
for 


early shipment. 


"The days of short crop years and 


long crop years in the South Moun- 
tain apple belt are over," said Mr. 


Hilliary. "The growers will have a 
constant crop, except under very ex- 
traordinary weather conditions, for 
,-the reason that they have reduced 
apple production to a scientific basis, 
with new orchards coming in so 


j rapidly that there is little danger of 
'a falling off of the genctal crop to 
anything like serious proportions."

STREET RAILWAY MOVE. 


Bill in Congress to Buy All Its Bat- 


tlefield Lands. 


The high tension wire of the Han- 


over Kleciric Company has reached 
\e\v Oxford and is being brought to 
Gettysburg and it is s»aid that the 
current will be here within a month's 
time, h \\ill be transformed in their 
property, formerly the Codori prop- 
erty, on" York street, to the needs of 
the service of ti.e town. 


When the current is installed there 


will be nothing fur the Electric Rail- 
\vay Company to do but run a street 
railway, which docs not pay, has be- 
come antique and behind the times. 
This is realized in some way by the 
owners as Congressman Beaks has 
introduced in Congress a bill to buy 
all the real estate of the company 
located on. the battlefield. The bill 
reads a? follows : 


"Be it enacted by the Senate and 


House 
of 
Representatives of the 


United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled. 


"That the Secretary of War be, 


and he is hereby- authorized and di- 
rectc'l to acquire, by purchase, for 
the 
Gettysburg 
National 
Military 


Park, the land composing the right 
of way of the Gettysburg Railway 
Company (the rails, ties, and super- 
structure of same to remain the prop- 
ertv of the Gettysburg Railway Com- 
pany and to be removed by the said 
company as required by the Secre- 
tary of War), said right of way em- 
bra'cinpr the tracts known as the 
Amos Leister tracts, the F. G. Pfef- 
fer tracts, the Jacob Benner estate 
tract, the Simon J. Codori tract, the 
Jacob Masonheimer tract, the Annie 
E. Beecher tract, the Rosanna E. 
Wible tract, the James W. Timbers 
tract, the S. W. Crawford tracts, the 
William H. Tipton tract, the Calvin 
P. Krise tract, the George Bushman 
tract, and the Peter D. Swisher 
tract, within the limits of the battle- 
field of Gettysburg and within the 
limits of the Gettysburg National 
Military Park for the sum of $30.000, 
that being the amount awarded in 
condemnation 
proceedings 
in 
the 


eastern 
district 
of 
Pennsylvania, 


which sum is hereby appropriated 
and made immediately available for 
such purchase." 


It is to be hoped that Congressman 


Beales in the next four weeks of 
Congress will be able to have the 
act passed by both houses, but it will 
be quite a job to do it unless it be- 
ronics attached to some other bill. 


This act would-dispose of-the1 rail- 


road located beyond the borough 
limits. The trackage in the borough 
should be abandoned as quickly as it 
can be done. Junk is now selling at 
fancy prices and 
if the company 


would rclize the highest prices for 
their junk, it 
should be sold as 


quickly as possible. 


The track on the street has be- 


come to a large extent useless to the 
town and more of an 
obstruction 


than advantage. It is a question 
whether "tich part of the track on 
Chambersbure and Baltimore streets 
could remain a day beyond action by 
the State to -cmove them. The .com- 
pany originally never had any con- 
cession from the turnpike compan\% 
the owner of these streets. 
These 


streets now being the property of 
the -State, the latter would be able to 
proceed against the company as a 
trespasser on its turnpike.
